There is aJso a afgnificant reduction in Alaska Natrve high school smokers, from 62 percent in 
1995 to 44 percent In 2003 to 32 percent in 2007 (Youth Risk Behavior Survey). Smoklng is 
also down significantiy among women - from 24.2 percent in 1996 to 18.9 percent in 2007 
(national prevalence is 1 8.4 percent). The steepest dectlne is among adults age 40-59, from 
28.7 percent m 1996 to 21.6 percent in 2007. 

The drop can be attributed to a sustained comprehensive tobacco prevention program, 
including tax fncreases, clean indoor air polkaes, media, community programs and the Alaska 
Tobacco Quit Line.
